RAQ’S MASS EXECUTION OF 

14 Spies, including nine Jews, 
with a promise of as many as 65 
more cases to come, cannot fail to 
inflame Middle East passions even 
raore than heretofore and keep the 
whole area under increased tension 
for many weeks. While the spy cases 
clearly are a matter of internal se- 
curity, as United Nations Secretary 
General U Thant admits, the public 
manner of the executions and their 
implications for the current politi- 
cal situation raise the whole matter 
to an international plane. 

Under such circumstances, the 
Traqi actions constitute an escala- 
tion of the Middle East war of nerves 
The border skirmishes, the  Is- 
raeli - Egyptian shelling incidents, 
and commando raids — these have 
contributed to the critical situation. 
The Israeli raid-on the Beirut air- 
port, while itself a reprisal, raised 
the danger another notch. Now Iraq 
has seen fit to add still more to the 
problem, to the point where U Thant 
warns that a nuclear war could be 
the outcome of further escalation. 
Isracli Premier Levi Eshkol’s de- 
claration that “the Lord shall 
avenge their blood” is a chilling re- 
minder of the ineradicable passions 
aroused, 

The Arab reluctance to recognize 
the Israeli state by dealing official- 
ly with it at a peace conference, the 
Isracli insistence on such a face-to- 
face confrontation if any real agree- 
ment is to be reached, create even 
greater impediments to progress 


than the details of territorial relin- 
quishment, guarantee of passage, 
and the other terms which have 
been suggested. But it seems clear 
that while the United Nations can 
help to outline acceptable terms and 
clear the way for negotiations, any 
lasting settlement-must-be-between 
the Israelis and Arabs themselves. 


An imposed: peace would be sec- 
ond best-and destined to cause _re- 
peated problems far into: the future. 
But an imposed peace, not by the 
United Nations but by the Big Four 
powers, may become necessary as 
the only way in which to avoid in- 
volvement in a war which could 
spread to globally destructive pro- 
portions. 


Both the Arabs and the Israelis 
should reflect that such a peace, 
patrolled and: guaranteed by Russia, 
Britain, France and the United 
States, might be less acceptable to 
either side than one arrived at mu- 
tually. But the other nations cannot 
take the risk of the Middle East 
bursting into flames—even though 
they are willing to add to that risk 
by arming the angry participants— 
and further heating of the struggle 
may well call forth joint action. 

Big Four agreement on such a 
problem would in itself spell a great 
step forward in global diplornacy. 
But it would be tricky going — and 
not guaranteed to meet all the 
wishes of the smaller nations whose 
destinies will be decided by ‘the 
gianis. ’ sal 


Preserving the Country 


R, PATRICK McGEER HAS DE: 
fined in simple, straight-for- 
ward terms the Liberal Party’s re- 
sources policy for British Columbia 
—development without destroying 
the land. 

Implemented as he proposes, it 
would provide the direct answer to 
the problem of strip-mining and en- 
sure for the people of this part of 
the world the preservation of a 
country in which aesthetics and 
healthful recreation areas will be 
retained for generations yet to come. 

The Liberal leader represents 
modern thinking in this attitude to 
exploitation of our natural wealth. 
It is not enough that major develop- 


. ment operations should take place; 


as they proceed adequate care 
should be taken to see that they do 
not leave behind a wasteland. Dr. 
McGeer draws a graphic contrast 
between his party’s policy and that 
which has been practised in too 
many regions by the Social Credit 
administration. Where the present 
government appears to have pushed 


development to the ultimate in its 
quest for dollars, Dr. McGeer sees 
other values which cannot be ignor- 
ed now and which will grow in im- 
portance in the years ahead. 


In the short run, as far as ex- 
tractive industries. are concerned, 
this may involve increased costs, 
either to the developing agency or 
to the provincial treasury. In the 
final analysis those costs will be re- 
claimed through the maintenance of 
a province retaining unpolluted its 
attractions for a population increas- 
ingly aware of the amenities it pos- 
sesses. 


In an earlier era, British Colum- 
bians were made, aware of the des- 
poliation inflicted by the cut-and- 
get-out loggers. Their methods of ex- 
traction were modified by a govern- 
ment responding to public reaction.

symbolized. by the president. In ef- 
forts to promote independence from 
France, the Breton nationalists 
argue that they are not Frenchmen, 
but are distinct from the Repub- 


lic as Scottish, Welsh and Irish na-. 


tionalists claim they are from Eng- 
land — and, apart from that, Brit- 
tany is receiving the short end of 
the.economic stick in relationships 


with France. This is an area which 
has traditionally depended on fish- 
ing and farming for a livelihood. The 
returns from those resources are 
failing to keep pace with modern 
French living. 


The central government, seeking 
to relieve distress, is championing 
an industrial complex for the region, 
urging the fisherfolk and small 
farmers to relocate close to centres 
where work is, or will become, avail- 
able. The farms, according to one 
concept, will be merged to form 
agricultural units large. enough to 
Justify extensive machine farming. 
The problem, not new to post-war 
France, involves uprooting a fa- 
miliar way of life among people who 
are disinclined to oe 

President de Gaulle should first 
solve this problem, make the Breton 
economy viable in a modern context 
and reconcile the nationalists to ac- 
ceptance of the French identity, be- 
fore indulging in dreams of an over- 
seas empire. ‘ :

A Platitudinous Journey to the Sun 


TT Prime Minister, in a statement 
last October on the departure of the 
ministerial mission to Latin America, ex- 
plained that the work was part of a 
policy review. “Iain 
confident,” he said, 
“that this review will 
demonstrate that 
there is real scope 
for strengthening 
Canada's: relations 
with Latin America ° 
to the mutual advan- 
tage of both.” 

This may explain 
the fact that the 
mission's preliminary 
report, although conveying little that is 
new and nothing that is exciting, has 
been extended to 36 pages of single- 
spaced type. 

Eager taxpayers, perusing this 
paper, will be impressed with the skill of 
the writers in marshalling platitudes and 
emphasizing the obvious. To cite one or 
two examples: 

“In all countries visited the mission 
was offered a warm and most hospitable 
reception, The atmosphere in the talks 
was at times cordial, frank and, as a 
rule, quite informal. Members of the 
mission entered into a with its 
Latin American counte , which they 
would very much like to continue.” 

This: means, presumably, that the 
ministers and their retimue are ready, 
eager and willing to go back next winter 
when the snow begins ‘to pile up in 
Ottawa. 


Blazing Revelation 


Then there is a long, and mostly 
historical, paragraph about cultural 
affinities ending with this blazing 
revelation: “In short, Canadians have 
much in common with the people of the 
Latin American countries.” Further 
investigation might show that we have 
much in common with members of the 
human species in practically any coun- 
try. Would it not have been possible to 
establish such basic points in advance of 


travels, had political talks ‘with members 
of the various governments. Admirable. 
What did they learn that they could not 
have learned. from ‘our competent 
diplomats in the Latin capitals? Here are 
some of their 6wn:-examples= ~ 

“In Venezuela the significance of the 
general election which was shortly to 
take place was analyzed and the 
government’s economic and social pro- 
grams were explained.” 

Oh, come.” 

“In Peru the mission was. given an 
account of the reasons for the recent 
coup and of the aims and outlook of the 
new government.” : 

Whoever heard of a. 
formed in such a fashion, that would not 
give reasons justifying the coup to 
anyone prepared to listen? 

“In Argentina the determination of 
the government, before all else, to 
strengthen the basically sound Argentine 
economy was made clear.” Mr. Peron 
used to express the same determination. 
But see any government hand-out. 


History Book Stuff 

“In Mexico the mission gained a 
greater understanding of the basic aims 
and_ particular accomplishments of Mexi- 
can governments since the revolution, 
and it noted the substantial economic 
gains already made in Mexieo.” They 
could probably have done the same thing 
in the parliamentary library. 

The mission formed ‘“‘three clear 
impressions” from this round of talks. 

“First, there can be no doubt that 
Latin America is a very important part 
of the world and that in future it will be 
increasingly influential.” 

See any general report by any 
Canadian foreign minister at any time 
since the Second World War. 

“Second, it was clear to the mission, 
as it travelled: through the vast region it 


was visiting (it took nine hours to fly , 


from Rio de Janeiro to Mexico City), 
that it is misleading to think of a single 
or homogeneous Latin America just as it 
fs a mistake to think of say, Europe or 
Asia, in sueh terms.” ————_—— 

Good. The school text books are right, 
after all. 


“Thirdly, a commonplace of modern 
political life, and of international rela- 
tions. as they exist today, was also 
brought home to the mission. Ministers 
of development of finance or- economic 
affairs were closely associated with both 
the domestic and international aspects of 
economic and financial questions. At the 
same time ministers of foreign affairs 
did not lose sight of their domestic 
situations whén discussing foreign 
affairs, and they paid attention not only 
to political problems but also to the 
economic issues related to them." 

It has never been much -of a secret 
that Latin American governments are 
interested in aid. But at this point the 
writers turn a little coy. They conclude 
by saying: “There could hardly have 
been a clearer illustration of the extent 
to. which domestic and _ international 
affairs are necessarily inter-related, and 
of the extent te which economic and 
political issues have become closely inter- 
connected.” 


Meditation on Truisms 


With our foreign policy reviewers 
meditating over truisms like that, it is 
not surprising that the review is taking 
so long. 

It turns out that the Latin Americans, 
being polite (and possibly expectant) 
hosts, were more than willing to listen to 
Canadian views about practically every- 
thing. There were chats, for example, 
about Nigeria, Rhodesia and a Canadian 
perspective on conditions in Africa, The 
Latins were also interested in the 
Canadian government’s review of its 
relations with Europe and NATO. They 
must have been very patient. 

One cannot escape the impression 
that the distinguished Canadian tourists 
might well with the aid of a few 
standard histories, reference works, back 
numbers of Foreign Trade. (published 


fortnightly by Mr. Pepin’s department),

O ONE seems to have noticed it, but 
it ts stiir'a significant fact that the 
negotiating posture taken by Ambassa- 
dor Henry Cabot Lodge Jr. in Paris on 
Saturday represented continuity with a 
capital C. Three 
months ago, —-when 
the Paris talks 
moved into their 
second phase, the 
Johnson administra- 
tion policy-makers 
naturally began work 
on the posture to be 
adopted when proce- 
dural wrangles ended 
and discussion of 
“substance” began.

Who's Been Digging. 
The Generation Gap? 


A few years ago, when the Greater 
Victoria Welfare Council named ai sub- 
committee to take a third run in 10 years at 
the juvenile delinquency , :

The evidence can be cooked 
and a subjective or committed 
film passed off as an un- 
committed one. 

And that will continue to be 
a problem, and a source of 
misunderstanding. 


Mind must select 


But once it is grasped that 
there must be a mind 
(whether it belongs to an 
individual or a committee) 
behind every bit of work, then 
the air begins to clear a little. 

That mind must select even 
if it does not angle; it must 
shape the material even 
where there is no desire to 
shape the reaction of an 
audience; it may be fair or 
unfair. 

Where balance is required, 
someone has to choose the 
point of balance. 

Another problem exists for 
a large organization like the 
BBC. Ideally it should open its 
doors to as wide a range of 
people as possible; and in 
terms of those who appear in 
front of the camera, it does. 

But where a newspaper 
editor can ask almost any 
literate person to write an 
erticle, his opposite number 
in TV, if professional stan- 


dards are to count for any-— 


thing, cannot ask anyone to 
make a film. 

This means that quite a 
small number of directors are 
likely to be putting their indi- 
vidual stamp on what the na- 
tions see. 


Not cross-section 


They may be very different 
from_each other, but they are 
hardly a cross-section of the 
nation. 

There is no complete an- 
swer to this point; and it lies 
at the heart of most of the 
more -strident criticism lev- 
elled at the larger broadcast- 
ing organizations, and particu- 
larly at the BBC. 

The only thing to be said is 
that the standards that 
operate are journalistic ones: 
vigilance, accuracy, fair- 
mindedness. 

The pressures are largely 
journalistic too: shortage of 
time, shortage of space and 
the desire for a scoop. 

What separates a film- 
maker from a journalist is all 
that cumbersome equipment. 
In making a documentary 
film it is virtually impossible 
not to fabricate. 

If anything, however small, 
is staged for the camera it is 
no longer real life. (“Would 
you mind turning slightly th‘s 
way, sir, we can’t quite see 
your face?’’) 

Nevertheless in that mo. 
ment a scene was rigged for 
the camera. Not even the most 
Stringent piece of cineverite 
has ever been completely free 
of that kind ‘of thing. It is part 
of the normal day-to-day 
business of directing, 


Most of it is quite innocuous 
and certainly doesn't matter. 
But it is a most important 
Point to grasp. ° 

From it flows the’ fact that 
all documenatry directors are 
permanently on a_ slippery 
slope. 

In almost every filmed 
interview on television the 
interviewer’s questions are 
repeated later, quite probably 
after, the interview has de- 
parted from the scene. 

The reason is innocuous 
enough—only one camera. But 
even this simple technique is 
open to abuse. 

An interviewer can make 
himself out to abuse.

WASHINGTON — For Charlie Sifford, the next important 
test will not come on any of the-golf courses on the professional 
circuit, He has already proved he could win one of the big ones. 
Threw that 63 at ‘em, five birdies and an eagle in a row for a 
back-nine 28, in the first round of the $100,000 Los Angeles 
Open, and made his early lead stand up with the help of playoff 
moxie for the $20,000 first prize. 

Now will he be invited to Augusta? No Negro golfer ever 
has, you*know.. The Masters people, who soak their tournament 
in antebellum magnolia; and are pleased at its aroma of the 
Old South, has never gotten around to desegregating their 
tournament. In the past, the only Negroes at the Masters have 
been attired in waiters’ breeches or caddie clothes. 


In this matter, the defence of the Masters people has been 
a fairly valid one. There had been no Negro golfer of 
sufficiently commanding ability to warrant~a Masters 
invitation. But now Charlie Sifford has come along and a new 
judgment is required. 
® 


Actually, the Masters people themselves won't make the 
decision’ on Sifford. He isn’t eligible by their rules which 
automatically qualify former U.S. Open or U.S. Amateur 
winners and the six top pros of the preceding year. Sifford is 
gaining in prominence but he isn’t one of the six top pros yet. 

For.an invitation to the Masters, Sifford is now dependent 
on his fellow pros in the PGA, the 18 of them who are former 
winners of the tournament and are entitled to add one player of 
their own choosing to the invited list. This privilege goes to 
former Masters winners under Rule 13 of the eligibility code. 

Thus, Sifford’s fate is in the hands of a special group of 
pros who in their own time have been invested with the green 
jacket symbolic of a Masters victory. Most of the names are 
well known. To drop a few there are Sarazen, Demaret, 
Palmer, Nicklaus, Hogan, Nelson, Snead. And Gary Player, 
Middlecoff, Doug Ford and Gay Brewer. That accounts for 
most of the surviving 18 who have won the Masters. 

Sifford has a special plus going for him, Virtually all of his 
fellow pros have professed fondness for the cigar-smoking, 
baggy-panted 46-year-old Negro who shuffles among them with 
little to say, and occasionally gives them lessons in golf with 
his splended short game. Unless Sifford slumps badly, the time 
will be coming when they must give the Masters people the yes- 
or-no on the first Negro who may rate an invitation. 


The PGA’s record with respect to Negro golfers has not 
been a good one. It was not until 1954, when a court suit was 
threatened, that the organization expunged the “Caucasians 
only” clause’ from its bylaws and permitted a Negro named 
JimeRhodes to play in a California tournament. 

Even the more august United States Golf Association never 
had any such exclusion device as the PGA. In 1896 a Negro 
caddy named John Shippen actually played in the very first 
U.S. Open at Shinnecock Hills in New York, and finished fifth 
and won $10 in purse money. However, in the ‘next half-century, 
the USGA did not encourage Negro participants. 

There was a crisis in the 1938 Canadian Open at St. John’s, 
New Brunswick, when a Negro player showed up at the first 
tee with a letter of acceptance of his entry. Play was held up 
for a half-hour, and Freddy Corcoran was asked to help the 
tournament people make a ruling. He did, in the Negro’s favor. 

“First I found a pro who was ‘willing to play with him,” 
Corcoran related. “Jug McSpaden was my man. McSpaden shot 
a 67, and wouldn’t change partners the next day. He won the 
tournament.” According to Corcoran, Joe Louis was financing 
most of the colored golfers in the 1940s and 1950s, including, for 
a time, Sifford.

LETS DO IT 
EFFICIENTLY

Victoria's community service agencies flew into action 
today to help the burned-out family of Henry Sparvier. 

And once again, the need for a co-ordinating emergency aid 
bureau in Greater Victoria was underlined. 


A Times news team at 9 
a.m. today visited the burned- 
out family of eight where they 
had been taken in by neigh 
bors. 


The Sparviers were sharing 
a ground-floor, apartment. al- 
ready crowded by a family of 
five. .Another family lives up- 
stairs, 

Mr. Sparvier is out of work 
and his :family needs help, 
The first to offer it was the 
Salvation Army, which sent 13 
blankets in the middle of the 
night in a police car. 

This morning the family did 
not know whether more aid 
was forthcoming. Still shocked 
by their predicament, they 
had not even taken stock of 
their situation. 

The Times advised the Red 
Cross of ‘the situation and 
explained the mother required 
diapers for the five-month 
baby — and probably a great 
deal more 
were possible. 


MUST APPLY 


A spokesman at the Red 
Cross said blankets are made 
available to. the Salvation 
Army. If more aid was 
required the family must 
apply 

“We would have to hear 
from them.” 


The spokesman said it was 
possible baby clothing could 
be furnished but’ no drivers 
|were available. 


The Times phoned the Sal- 
vation Army and explained 
the circumstances. An official 
took ‘the family’s address and 
said police had been advised 
to tell the family if it needed 
clothing, members could pick 
it up at the Salvation Army 
stores. 


When told that the family 
was still.numbéd by its loss, 
the Salvation Army spokes- 
man agreed to send an investi- 
gator. 

Contact wa made with the 
B.C. Protestant Orphanage 
and an official there said he 
would investigate whether the 
institution ‘could take the 
Sparvier family in until other 
arrangements were made. 

Later, Community Welfare 
Council ‘advised the Times it 
had made further arrange- 
ments with St. Vincent De 
Paul Society, a member 
agericy of Community Chest. 

The society was placing the 
family in a motel and would 
furnish beds and bedding and 
clothing as required. The 
motel would be a temporary 
arrangement until permanent 
quarters are found. 

Five minutes later the 
Times was informed by the 
Salvation Army that one of its 
representatives and a man 
from. the orphanage had just 
completed transfer of the 
family to the orphanage.

A Victoria family of eight 
fled in the snow as. fire 
destroyed their John Street 
home at 2:30 a.m. today. 

Sheltering with neighbors 
are Mr. and Mrs. Henry 
Sparvier, 572 John, and 
their six children, ranging 
from five months to eight 
years.

Awakened Family 


Henry Sparvier, 36, and draw-

“T tried a couple of buckets of 
water, but it didn’t work” he 
said.

Deputy Fire Chief Carl Coates 
said only the fact Mr. Sparvier 
was awake saved a possible 
tragedy.

The owner told firemen the 
wood heater was not in the 
house when he rented it to the 
family. 

Damage totalled about $4,000, 
firemen reported.

_ School Board Trustee From Ottawa Tells 


Of City’s Ambitious Audio-Visual Progran: 


By ELIZABETH BENNETT 


Mrs. Robert’ A. Berry, of Ottawa, 


rarely 


watches television herself, but she can generate a 
lot of enthusiasm about a system called IRTV that 
may -bring televised audio-visual teaching aids into 
the\53 schools governed by the board of which she 


is a member, 


“But not all our experiments work,” she warns. 
“Everyone says television is an excellent teaching 


aid but no one knows exactly how 


good it is or 


whether it vets ‘to all the students, or just to some.” 


Mrs. Berry is in Victoria to 
represent her school board 
and the Canadian School 
Trustees at a three-day con- 
ference on educational *re- 
search. The IRTV experiment 
now in progress in four 
Ottawa schools will be one of 
thesitems discussed. 


IRTV stands for instant 
retreival television. 
The heart of this system, 


developed by Bell - Northern 
Electric, is a contro] centre 
containing a library of lesson 
tapes. This is connected with 
each classroom in the district 
by a l12channel cable, a 
television and a telephone. 

When a teacher wishes to 
implement his lesson with one 
of the tapes, “he calls, the 
centre. The tape is en 
broadcast to him on ore of 
the channels, either im- 
mediately or at a predeter- 
mined time. 

“Tf you have a ‘good tele- 
vision program, a child can 
see rather than be told,” 
explains Mrs. Berry. 

“A teacher who is in. the 
classroom all the time has no 
chance to prepare a really 
good presentation. In making 
a television show he has more 
time to work in. It demands 
more of him as a teacher, too, 
for he must perform. Other 
teachers will judge the suc- 
cess of his performance by 
the number of times they use 
the tape. 

INCREASES INTEREST

NAIROBI (Reuters) -—- The 
bongo, a rare and beautiful 
speciesofantelope, is being 
driven to the brink of extinc- 
tion in Kenya by poachers, 
two Oxford University zoolo- 


gists report. 
The bongo /has virtually dis- 
appéared from its former 


stronghold in the wild Cheran- 
gani Hills in northwestern 
Kenya, zoologists Richard 
“Wrangham and Mari Stanley- 
Price said.

Near Democracy 


By DAVID 8. BRODER 

WASHINGTON (WP) — Dr, 
Licyd W. Bailey, the “‘faith- 
less elector’’ from North 
Carolina, told a fascinated 
group of senators here that 
the United States is ‘‘danger- 
ously close’ to becoming a 
democracy and that abolition 
of the electoral college might 
doom the republican form of 
government. P 

Bailey, a Rocky Mount 
ophthamologist, made no 
apology for having voted for 
George Wallace even though 
he was chosen as a Nixon 
elector. 

His defection—which  sur- 
vived a legal challenge in 
Congress earlier this month — 
has been cited by advocates 
of electoral reform as a prime 
example of the dangers of the 
existing system. 

But the conservative doctor 
engued forcefully that the 
electoral college “is much 
more vital’ today than ever 
and urged Congress to en- 
courage electors to be ‘“‘ab- 
solutely free’ in their choice 
of a president. 

“Then,"’ he told the consti- 
tutional amendments sub- 
committee: considering 
alternatives to the electoral 
college, ‘‘We'H ‘have elections 
which are carried out by 
informed people ... who are 
patriotic and take the time to 
g° into things.’’ 

SHARES OPINION 

Two of the three subcom- 
mittee members — Sens.

FORT WILLIAM (CP) — The 
amalgamation of Port Arthur 
and Fort William may not be as 
smooth as some officials had 
hoped.

OTTAWA (CP) — The chief 
administrator of the Veterans’ 
Land Act warned a Commons’ 
committee Tuesday excessive 
privileges for veterans could: 
turn public opinion against 
them, 

R. W. Pawley, director- 
general of the VLA branch of 
the veterans’ affairs -depart- 
ment, .told the veterans 
affairs committee he has ‘‘a 
hard time justifying . why 
veterans should be treated 
differently at this stage.” 

The committee was discus- 
sing a bill, later approved, 
amending the Veterans Land 
Act starting with a clause 
which would increase interest 
rates on loans of more than 
$6,000 made under the act. 

The rate for small-holder 
loans under $6,000, currently 
344 per cent, would remain the 
same, Rates for loans be- 
tween $6,000 and $18,000 would 
be set by the government 
instead of being fixed at five 
per cent.

OTTAWA (CP)-—Canada’s birth rate dropped in 1968 to 
the lowest ever recorded, but the outlook could be an upswing 
as the marriage rate picked up last year. 

Births for each 1,000 of population declined to an estimated 
17.7, the 11th consecutive annual decline from the peak rate of 
28.2 births per 1,000 in 1957, The 1967 rate of 18.2 was the 
previous low, 

The marriage rate, on the other hand, increased for the 
fifth straight year to 8.5-weddings for each 1,000 of population 
from a rate of 8.1 in 1967 and a low point of 6,9 in 1963, 

The death rate was 7.4, the same as the previous year.

He said there’ Gre “pro- 
prietors ‘‘who joke when they 
order their supplies from the 
wholesaler and who knowingly 
sell glue to young kids who 
come in to buy a tube for one 
of their friends who is out of 
his mind around the corner.”” 

Social Welfare Minister Dan 
Campbell demanded to know 
why Mr. Hall hadn't reported 
it to the attorney-general’s 
department. 

“T'm doing that now,” Mr. 
Hall replied. 

He said he had just obtained 
figures from a small whole- 
sale firm which supplied glues 
as well as numerous items 
exclusively to small grocery 
stores in the lower mainland. 

The firm reported that its 
sales of glue to the grocery 
stores jumped 100 per cent 
from 36 dozen in 1967 to 72 
dozen tubes last year. 

Jt also reported an “in- 
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Kits’ 
credible” increase in sales of 
plastic glue since September 
and a 50 per cent increase in 
sales of two-ounce bottles of 
acetone during the past year. 

Mr. Hall said while all this 
was going on, the legislature's | 
time was wasted during the 
past two years discussing and 
voting on defective govern- 
ment bills banning LSD and 
marijuana which eventually 
were thrown out by the courts 
as ultra vires. 

“On top of that, we are | 
being faced with an increasing 
amount. of opinion that says 
there is nothing wrong with 


the substances ‘we banned,” 
Mr. Hall said.

A magistrate 
must be of good character, an 
upstanding citizen and intelli- 
gent. Retired RCMP person- 
nel sometimes are appointed 
magistrates but there is no 
stringent rule regarding this.
